The popularity of private business jets is 
soaring, and Bombardier Skyjet 
(www.skyjet.com) is helping to introduce more 
people to this growing travel trend. 



Founded in 1997 as Skyjet, it was the first 
company to launch a real-time online 
reservation service for booking business jets 

nationwide. Prior to that time, the only Internet-based resources available to travelers were charter 
brokers and operators who took trip requests via email, and the only resources available to the 
industry were essentially online catalogs. 



The U.S. charter industry, with its numerous operators spread across the 
country, had an impressive inventory of business jets, but no one was 
tracking where all those aircraft were at any single point in time. The 
charter industry had nothing equivalent to the commercial airline 
industry's computer reservation systems, which provided the airlines with 
sophisticated inventory management tools and travel agents and 
consumers with convenient booking engines. 



Bombardier Skyjet was created to respond to that need, and the company has pioneered a whole 
new segment within the charter business jet industry. 

Bombardier Skyjet General Manager Nicholas Houseman says the company is expanding the market 
for charter business jets by making the process of reserving a jet as simple as making an airline 
reservation. And by consolidating the inventory of business aircraft available for charter, Bombardier 
Skyjet enables individual travelers, companies and travel agents to find the jet they want, when they 
want it. 

Another trend in the charter category is private 
jet member-ships, where customers purchase a 
block of hours - but without multi-year 
commitments, ownership costs or maintenance 
fees. Bombardier Skyjet offers a jet membership 
program, Premier Fleet, to frequent charter 
customers. Premier Fleet customers purchase a 
block of 25, 50 or 100 hours on a specified 
aircraft type and pay a fixed hourly rate for the occupied hours used throughout the contract. 
"Premier Fleet offers the flexibility to fly one-ways and round trips without additional positioning fees 
or the cost of empty legs on one-way flights," says Houseman.

Houseman points out that business jet travel has been steadily on the 
rise since the early 1990s. "In today's fast-paced business culture, with 
everyone trying to accomplish more with fewer people, there is a 
greater worth placed on executives' time," says Houseman, pointing out 
that a day can make a critical difference in the success of a deal or a 
project. 

The other trend Houseman cites is increasing frustration with crowded 
airports, packed flights, travel delays, and inconvenient schedules as a 
result of the commercial carriers' hub and spoke systems. "If you're traveling coast to coast, major 
city to major city, you're probably not going to charter a business jet. But if you need to touch down 
in three or four cities along the way to see your customers or your manufacturing plants, and if you 
have three or four executives traveling together, it starts to make economic sense." 



Houseman says customers often discover Bombardier Skyjet when they 
find themselves in last-minute, emergency situations, after their 
traditional means of booking aircraft have let them down. He says 
among the largest customers of air charter are companies that already 
own at least one aircraft. Once companies experience the business 
benefits of traveling on a private jet, one aircraft doesnt satisfy all their 
needs. 
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But Houseman sees that changing as Bombardier Skyjet makes business jets accessible to 
companies that haven't used them before. He also sees demand coming from the leisure and 
incentive travel markets, particularly with increased interest in adventure trips and active vacations. 
Those trips tend to bring people to smaller airports and might otherwise take all day.
